Elba FCCLA students experience Cailfornia in

Part of Elba High 
School’s Family, Career and 
Community Leaders of 
America chapter flew to 
Anaheim, California last 
month to compete in the 
FCCLA’s annual National 
Leadership Conference. 

While there, they gave 
presentations, earned 
medals and experienced a 
6.4-magnitude earthquake. 
Three high school students, 
Lauren Haley, Colin Harri- 
son and Elizabeth Wood- 
ham, represented Elba High 
School at this year’s confer- 
ence from June 30 to July 4. 

“FCCLA is the career 
technical service organiza- 
tion associated with the 
family consumer science 
classes,” said Christina 
Morgan, career technical di- 
rector at Elba High School. 

Morgan accompanied the 
students on their trip and 
has been helping them prep 
their presentations. 

For the conference, each 
student picked one of the 
categories provided by 
FCCLA and developed a 
presentation which they 
would give to judges. The 
categories were broad 
topics like “Advocacy” or 
“Focus on Children” which 
allowed the students to nar- 
row down their own focus 
and address a specific issue. 

Then, judges scored the 
students on a scale of 100. 
These scores were based on 
both the prepared materials 
that a student brought, and 
how well he or she was able 
to present it. Students scor- 
ing above 70 earning a 
silver medal, and students 
scoring above 90 earning a 
gold medal. 

Haley, a rising senior, 
earned a gold medal for her 
presentation about anti-bul- 
lying advocacy. 

Harrison, a rising junior, 
earned a gold medal for his 
presentation about how to 
implement anti-bullying 
protocols in classrooms. 

Woodham, a rising senior, 
eared a silver medal for her 


presentation about emer- 
gency medical technician 
career options.

The Enterprise Farmer’s 
Market housed the meeting, 
and after CPYRWMA 
chairman Ronnie Hudson 
called the meeting to order, 
Mayor Bill Cooper of En- 
terprise gave a brief intro- 
duction. 

“Our doors are open,” 
Cooper said. “I appreciate 
the job that you all do. If 
there is anything that we 
can do to help or to provide 
for you, we will feel free to 
do so.” 

According to information 
provided by Barbara Gib- 
son, executive director of 
CPYRWMA, the Authority 
was established in 1991, 
following the devastating 
flood of 1990. The Au- 
thority currently monitors 
2,328,000 acres of land and 
is governed by a 16- 
member volunteer board of 
directors. 

The day’s speaker, Kelly 
Godsey, is a National 
Weather Service Senior 
Service Hydrologist/Meteo- 
rologist in Tallahassee, Flor- 
ida. Godsey said he has 
been interested in tropical

cyclones since he was 
young and has been work- 
ing with the National 
Weather Service since 2003. 

Godsey spoke about the 
gauge system that is being 
used Weather Forecast Of- 
fice in Tallahassee to mon- 
itor and predict potential 
flooding. 

“Our office in Tallahas- 
see covers 48 counties ac- 
ross North Florida, South 
Georgia and Southeast Ala- 
bama,” he said. “Here in 
Southeast Alabama, our of- 
fice serves Coffee, Dale, 
Henry, Geneva and Hous- 
ton counties.” 

Across those three states, 
Godsey and his team collect 
data from 22 gauges which 
monitor precipitation and 
river levels. 


According to Godsey, the 
predictions made at his of- 
fice combine the water 
levels at the top and bottom 
of a given river basin with 
observed and expected rain- 
fall to determine what level 
of flooding is possible or 
expected. Those predictions 
can then be turned into 
maps and graphs which are 
distributed to residents and 
emergency workers in the 


area. 

“We like to think in terms 
of impacts—how people 
are being affected and how 
significant those impacts 
are,” Godsey said. 

Following Godsey’s 
presentation, the 
CPYRWMA held their 
business session before ad- 
journing. 


Area Happenings 


New research from the University of Pennsylvania Perel- 
man School of Medicine and Stony Brook University found 
that the language used in Facebook posts can help identify 
conditions such as diabetes, anxiety, depression and psy- 
chosis. Researchers analyzed the entire Facebook post his- 
tory of nearly 1,000 patients who had their medical record 
data linked to their profiles. The study found that all of the 
21 medical conditions the researchers assessed were pre- 
dictable from Facebook posts alone. “As social media posts 
are often about someone’s lifestyle choices and experiences 
or how they’re feeling, this information could provide ad- 
ditional information about disease management and exac- 
erbation,” said physician Raina Merchant of Penn. 


Another field that University of Pennsylvania med school 
folks are studying is “natural” prescriptions rather than a 
bottle of pills. This means the doctor will put it in writing 
that you are to get out and spend some time in nature to help 
your blood pressure, depression, etc. Now, we could have 
told them that a generation or so ago!

Scheduled rocket launch at Elba High this week postponed

Houston, We Have a 
Problem... 

On Tuesday, July 16, jun- 
ior-high students in Elba 
built rockets with their 
science teacher to com- 
memorate the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Saturn V rocket 
launch which took the first 
astronauts to the moon. 

Phillip Smith, science 
teacher at Elba High 
School, planned the launch 
and helped his students put 
their rockets together. The 
original plan was for the 
rockets to be built and 
launched on Tuesday, but 
the launch had to be post- 
poned after Smith learned 
the rocket engines he had 
were too large to fit inside 
the prepared fuselages. 

Nevertheless, the kids 
(and some parents) said 
they had fun putting the 
rockets together and getting 
atour of Smith’s newly dec- 
orated science lab. 

The launch in Elba was 
going to be part of a coun- 
try-wide attempt to break 
the world record for the 
most rockets launched in a 
day. That morning, the US 
Space & Rocket Center in 


Elba junior high science teacher Phillip Smith is shown helping students building 
rockets for a scheduled launch on Tuesday morning, July 16; however, a ‘technical 
difficulty’ forced the launch to be postponed for now. This had been planned as part of a 
country-wide attempt to break the world record for most rockets launched in a day to 
commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Saturn V rocket launch, which took the first 
astronauts to the moon. The Elba launch will be rescheduled at a later date, but those 
involved Tuesday morning with the activity said they still had a ‘blast’ building the 


rockets for launch. 


Huntsville, Alabama 
launched nearly 5,000 
model rockets in an attempt 
to break the record for the 
most rockets launched at 


one time. 
According to Smith, 
Elba’s rocket launch will be 


rescheduled once the cor- 
rect-sized rockets are here.

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Dear Editor, 

April 5, 2019 I made a 
911 call to the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s 
Department about a 
domestic violence situation 
I was going to need police 
help with. I got an operator 
on the phone, she told me 
what to do and I did it. I 
finally managed to make 
my way outside of the 
house. She was still on the 
phone and asked if I had 
heard the sirens, I told her 
no. She told me to stay on 
the phone, they would be 
arriving in 10-15 minutes. 
When the officer arrived, I 
hung up the phone. He 
approached me and asked 
what was going on. I told 
him my drunk husband had 
jumped on me and beat me. 

Tstill had on my pajamas, 
blood on them, and bruises 
on me from the attack. He 
asked me where my 
husband was, and I replied 
he was inside on the 
recliner. The officer asked 
about any weapons? I 
replied no. The officer sent 
me inside the house to get 
my husband. I brought him 
outside to the side of my 
car and my husband told 
his side of the story. The 
officer then called for 
backup. The next think I 
knew, the first officer who 
showed up was trying to 
put handcuffs on me. I kept 
telling him I haven’t done 
anything wrong. I told him 
“Get your hands off me.” I 
told him over 10 times 
repeatedly the same think. I 
told him he needed to 
check his (my husband) 
criminal record and that 
mine was clean. I was 
trying to defend myself. He 
went ahead and handcuffed 
me and put me in the 
sheriff's car. My mom 
pulled up, got out of the 
car, and was looking for 
me. I was yelling for her 
but she couldn’t her me 
because I was in the back 
of the’ sheriff car. I was 
later told by my mother 
that “She went inside of 
my home to look for me, 
but she could not find me. 
She sat down in my 
recliner and the deputy told 
her to get up and get out 
that this was a crime scene. 
My mother refused to get 
up and leave until she 
knew where I was”. It was 
very rude and 


unprofessional for the 


officer to talk to my 
80-year-old mother like 
that. My. neighbor had to 
tell my mother what was 
going on. By that time, 
both my husband and I 
were in separate cars on 
our way to Coffee County 


jail. 
This was the treatment I 
received once I was 


booked into the Coffee 
County Jail. They first 
made pictures of my 
bruises and cuts, then 
cleaned me up. I was put 
into a room and told to strip 
butt naked. The curtains 
were not pulled. A male 
deputy continuously 
walked by looking at my 
nude body that was 
exposed. The male 
deputies constantly walked 
back and forth. To me, that 
was a form of sexual abuse, 
to be exposed completely 
nude, having males 
continuously looking at my 
61-year-old nude body. I 
was told to pull all my 
jewelry off and place it into 
a plastic bag. A total of 5 
rings. I was asked to show 
both my privates in order 
for them to check for drugs 
rectally and vaginally. I 
was not even there for 
drugs. The deputy took 
them (the rings) to a desk 
and asked if I took 
psychiatric medications, 
and I told them yes. I had 
to go back and change into 
some type of x-ray suit. 
The same thing happened 
again, nude, males walking 
by with my body 
completely exposed. From 
there I was put in a holding 
cell with a girl who 
appeared to be on crack 
cocaine or something. A 
prison worker brought in a 
food tray. The cell mate 
was butt naked on the wall 
flying. The worker told her 
she better put her clothes 
back on. She was 
continuously naked and 
didn’t put her clothes on 
and I was removed to 
another cell by myself. I 
was given a tarp. No bed, 
blanket, or pillow. There 
was so much urine on the 
floor that it burned my 
nostrils. I had to sleep on 
the filthy floor. I was never 
given toilet tissue, water, or 
ice. I asked for my 
medication, I never 
received it. I begged all 
night for a phone call and 
was never able to make

I had 
to go back into the jail to 
get my medication which 
was not given to me once I 
was released from jail. I 
called and even went to 
Coffee County Jail and 
spoke with the jail 
administrator about my 
ring not being returned. He 
told me they were not 
responsible for anything 
lost or stolen.

*** School and city officials in Dothan are close to mak- 
ing a decision about building a track and field facility, and 
some of the options announced last week were very inter- 
esting. A couple of possible locations for the facility include 
Walton Park, which includes 24 acres that are unused, and 
brings with it a price tag of $6.9 million; Doug Tew Rec- 
reation Complex, the cheapest option at $4.8 million that is 
located behind the old Dothan High building and would re- 
quire the demolition of the baseball field; and, Northcutt 
Field, which will involve raising the home bleachers, ad- 
dition of visitors seating, as well as new locker rooms and 
concession stand, at a cast of $6.1 million. While those 
plans drew a lot of attention, the ones that raised the most 
eyebrows involved Rip Hewes Stadium. One plan, with a 
base cost of $11.5 million, called for the demolition of the 
visitor’s bleachers and removal of Pitman Field, with new 
aluminum bleachers to be installed, as well as new locker 
rooms and concession stands. This would create seating for 
9,511 people and serve both football and track programs. 
The plan that drew the most attention was one that included 
the demolition of both sides of Rip Hewes Stadium, the re- 
moval of a tennis court, and the removal of Pitman Field. 
With the addition of parking, new locker rooms and new 
concession stands, the projected cost of this plan is $13.1 
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million. That total would go to over $14 million with the 
addition of synthetic turf and a video board, and the new 
stadium would seat over 11,000. I agree that Dothan needs 
a track facility, but idea to make changes at Rip Hewes Sta- 
dium seems more like a way to upgrade the aging football 
stadium than to build a new track facility. 

*** The website AL.com released its list of the top 101 
high school athletes from the 2018-2019 school year, and 
two area female athletes were both included in the top ten 
as G.W. Long softball standout Libby Baker came in at #4 
and Pleasant Home two-sport standout River Baldwin came 
in at #10. Headland’s K’Shun Stokes, an all-state performer 
in football and basketball was listed at #18, and others mak- 
ing the list included Abbeville’s Jaquon Kinsey at #21 and 
G.W. Long’s Matt Snell at #54. The list did provide some 
interesting reading, but really wasn’t all that impressive and 
was compiled to attract readership for the online site. 

*** Auburn University, at Montgomery (AUM) made 
the move to NCAA Division II status official last week and 
is now a full time member of the Gulf South Conference. 
All 11 varsity programs are now eligible to compete in con- 
ference and NCAA post-season play, and the three-year 
process has moved the Senators from NAIA into the NCAA 
D2 ranks, which includes over 300 schools from across the 


nation. 

*** The NCAA has ruled that Tennessee Vol football 
coach Jeremy Pruitt committed a minor violation recently 
when he tweeted congratulations to the Plainview High 
School basketball team and its coaches after winning the Al- 
abama 3A state title in basketball. Pruitt is a Plainview grad- 
uate and a lifelong supporter of the school and its athletic 
program, but the NCAA deemed that the tweet was an “im- 
permissible endorsement of a high school team and its 
coach.” The NCAA now allows players in all sports to move 
from one college to another whenever they feel they aren’t 
getting to play enough and give players second and third 
chances when they. test positive for drugs, but get serious 
when a coach congratulates his alma mater. What a joke! 

*** Tn closing.... my youngest brother Gary passed away 
last week at the age of 61 after a long battle with a liver ill- 
ness, and I have spent the past few days thinking back to 
our days growing up and being a part of close knit family 
that loved each other and loved the Lord.
